AN  eloquent  plea  for  the  support  of  The  Canadian  Poetry 
Magazine  was  made  by  Dr.  Pelham  Edgar,  of  Toronto, 
president  of  the  Canadian  Authors*  Association,  during 
his  address  yesterday  morning  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Vic- 
toria part  of  the  annual  convention  which  opened  earlier  in  the 
week  in  Vancouver. 

pearance.  but  to  the  prestige  of  the 
publication. 

Some  of  the  manifold  problems 
associated  with  the  publication  of  a 
magazine  were  touched  upon.  One 
of  the  first  principles  was  to  give  as 
wide  variety  of  interest  as  possible. 
In  order  to  make  it  appeal  to  a  big 
class  of  readers.  A  tremendous 
amount  of  material  was  contributed, 
and  from  this,  naturally,  it  was  pos- 
sible to  publish  only  a  limited 
amount.  In  this  connection  the 
speaker  spoke  sympathetically,  even 
if  with  humor,  of  the  unfortunates 
who  received  the  "rejection"  slips 

Examples  were  given  of  some  of 
the  types  of  over-confident  contrib- 
utors. One  woman,  merely  becv.ise 
she  possessed  a  typewriter  and  un- 
limited time,  was  willing  and 
anxious  to  send  any  type  of  article 
asked  for.  An  amusing  letter  from 
another  would-be  contributor  was 
read: 

"Dear  editor— I  am  sending  an- 
other story,  which  I  hope  will  find 
favor  in  your  eyes.  Please  do  rot 
send  me  another  rejuction  slip,  even 
if  you  print  the  story  for  nothing. 
Money  don't  mean  a  thing  to  me 
alongside  of  fretting  a  story  in  yew 
paper.  I  have  had  numerous  stories 
printed  in  other  Canadian  maga- 
zines. Give  me  a  break  In  yours. 
Living  in  hopes,  etc." 

WRITER  WITH  ENTREE 
In  great  contrast  to  this  was  an 
Old  Country  contributor,  who.  be- 
cause of  his  connections  and  the 
contact  which  this  gave  him  with 
sources  of  news  not  available  to  the 
ordinary  wTiter,  was  able  to  supply 
articles  of  very  special  character- 
articles  on  the  Queen  Mary,  "Be- 
hind the  Scenes  With  Anthony 
Eden,"  and  others  of  the  same  class 
This  man  had  had  interviews  even 
with   Mussolini,   which,   for  dlplo- 


The  Canadian  Authors'  Associa- 
tion should  be  proud  of  its  part 
in  founding  this  magazine,  the  only 
one  of  it*  kind  in  Canada,  said  Dr. 
Edgar.  Unfortunately,  without  a 
subscription  list  of  1.000,  the  maga- 
zine could  not  carry  on.  and  at  pres- 
ent there  were  only  450  subscribers. 
The  publication  was.  therefore,  con- 
fronted with  the  possibility  of  hav- 
go  out  of  existence,  after  hav- 
ing existed  only  a  few  months. 
When  it  began,  the  understanding 
was  that  writers  of  poetry  in  Can- 
ada wanted  such  a  magazine.  It 
seemed  that  tha  number  of  those 
anxious  to  have  it  was  less  than  ex- 
pected. 

Dr.  Edgar  emphasized  that  there 
was  nothing  regional  about  the 
magazine.  And  With  proper  sup- 
port, and  the  development  and  en- 
largement which  would  inevitably 
lollow.  it  would  be  even  less  regional, 
while  Its  scope  would  be  increased 
to  include  critical  commentary  and 
Information  of  instructive  value  to 
writers  of  poe'ry.

James  McNlven.  then  only  fifteen 
years  of  age.  was  apprenticed  to 
the  typesetting  trade  in  The  Tri- 
bune newspaper  office. 

Winnipeg  lured  the  young  Jour- 
neyman printer  and  It  was  on  The 
Free  Press  in  that  city  that  Mr  Mc- 
Nlven found  his  first  employment 
as  a  Journeyman  Possessed  of  an 
irtistic  temijeratnent,  he  fell  na- 
turally into  the  display  advertising 
diylsion  of  the  newspaper  work,  and 
It  was  in  this  division  of  the  print- 
ing trade  that  he  practiced  his  craft, 
earning  a  reputation  which  stood 
him  in  good  stead  in  all  parts  of  the 
West.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way was  being  constructed,  when 
Mr  McNiven  first  went  to  Winnipeg 

JOINED  SI  N  STAFF 

After  two  years  on  The  Free  Press. 
Mr  McNiven  Joined  The  Sun  staff, 
which  the  late  T  W.  Preston  was 
making  a  powerful  and  successful 
journal  Five  years  later  The  Sun 
amalgamated  with  The  Free  Press 
but  when  Duncan  Mclntrve  and  R 
L  Richardson  bought  the  equip- 
ment and  ordered  its  Installation  in 
the  old  Sun  building.  Mr  McNiven 
again  identified  himself  with  The 
Sin,  and  brought  out  Its  first 
edition.

Mr.  Mc- 
Niven stood  in  the  Provincial  elec- 
tion, but  went  down  to  defeat  before 
Premier  McBride  All  the  time  he 
was  In  the  Provincial  House  he  held 
his  post  on  The  Times  newspaper 

The  Provincial  election  of  1907. 
however,  marked  the  close  of  thirty 
years  as  a  printer,  and  the  beginning 
of  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  work 
in  the  interests  of  industrial  har- 
mony. 

During  his  employment  as  a  prin- 
ter. Mr  McNiven  held  every  office 
In  the  Victoria  Typographical  Union 
and  also  in  the  Victoria  Trades  and 
Labor  Council.  When  he  announced 
acceptance  of  the  position  of  Fair 
Wage  Officer,  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  presented  him  with  a  gold 
watch  and  chain  It  was  about  the 
time  of  his  appointment  that  the 
Industrial  Disputes  Act  was  inaug- 
urated, and  for  several  years  Mr 
McNiven  was  engaged  in  explaining 
the  measure  to  workers  and  employ- 
ers and  securing  the  formation  of  a 
conciliation  board  The  new  legls- 
.  latlon  proved  acceptable  and  for 
several  years  afterwards  numerous 
j  boards  were  organized 

TRANSFERRED  TO  COAST 

j  Mr  McNiven  held  his  Federal  of- 
'  flee  for  eleven  years  under  both 
Liberal  and  Conservative  regimes. 
For  the  first  six  yeans  he  had  his 
office  in  Ottawa,  but  in  1913  was 
transferred  to  Vancouver  as  ft 
special  western  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Labor. 

Among  some  of  the  most  conten- 
tious wage  disputes  that  Mr  Mc- 
Niven had  to  handle  were  the  Crow's 
Nest  Coal  Mine  strike  at  Fertile,  in 
1910.  and  the  coal  mines  strike  on 
Vancouver  Island   In  1913 

It  was  tn  1918  that  Mr  McNiven 
entered  the  Provincial  Government 
service  as  the  Province's  first  deputy 
minister  of  labor,  under  J  W  de 
B  Farrls  As  In  all  his  other  posts, 
Mr  McNiven  brought  to  this  poslti- 
tlon  a  wealth  of  experience,  tart  and 
kindly  attitude  toward  all  He  re- 
tired from  the  position  of  deputy 
minister  in  1931,  and  has  since  lived 
in  retirement.

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POLITICS  IN  MANITOBA 


To  attempt  to  estimate  whatjadll  happen  in  an 
election  in  any  one  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  is 
sheer  guesswork:,  because  of  the  chaotic  flux  of 
— '  public  opinion  in  that  part  of  the  Dominion.  The 
campaign  in  Manitoba  has  not  been  an  inspiring 
one.  perhaps  because  of  the  intense  heat  and  the 
consequent  inability  to  rouse  enthusiasms.  Prob- 
ably the  Liberal-Progressive  Party  of  Mr.  John 
Bracken  will  have  the  largest  number  of  candi- 
dates in  the  held,  with  the  Conservatives  next. 
The  real  contest  lies  between  these  two  parties, 
as  the  CC.F.  and  Social  Crediters  are  not  con- 
sidered factors  in  the  campaign. 

Mr.  Bracken  has  been  Premier  since  1922.  In 
the  present  campaign  lie  promises  a  "new  deal" 
for  agriculture,  and  a  better  deal  for  the  Province 
and  municipalities  in  their  association  with  the 
Federal  Government.  The  latter  promise,  of 
course,  rest*  upon  the  good  graces  of  Ottawa,  but 
It  has  become  customary  in  Provincial  elections 
in  the  West  to  make  one  of  the  issues  relation- 
ships with  the  Dominion  Government.  Mr. 
Bracken,  too,  promises  lower  interest  rates  on 
private,  municipal  and  Provincial  borrowings. 
The  Dominion  Government  Is  to  be  asked  to  take 
over  the  total  unemployment  relief  debt  of  the 
Province  and  municipalities,  to  increase  the  Fed- 
eral relief  allowance,  and  to  assume  the  entire 
coat  of  old  age  pensions.  These  matters.  If 
agreed  to  by  the  Federal  authority,  would  have  to 
be  made  applicable  to  all  Provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion. 

The  Conservative  leader,  Mr  Willis,  has  a  plank 
in  his  platform  promising  the  elimination  of  the 
2  per  cent  wage  tax  and  also  a  promise  that  the 
cost  of  government  will  be  reduced  by  $1,000,000 
a  year.  This  relief  is  to  be  accomplished  by  the 
"honorable"  reduction  of  debt  charges.  No  re* 
pudlatlon  is  contemplated.  Mr.  Willis  also  pro 
poses  that  the  proceeds  of  the  present  gasoline 
tax  will  be  shared  with  the  municipalities.  There 
are  also  planks  In  the  Conservative  platform 
dealing  with  the  reduction  of  Provincial  admin- 
istrative machinery. 

The  issue  between  the  Liberal -Progiesslves  and 
the  Conservatives  is  largely  one  of  promises,  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  electorate  will  react  to 
Hum  Mr.  Bracken  has  been- very  strongly  en- 
IreurrtecHln  power.  Although  elected  as  a  Pro- 
UP  vMve.  he  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  Federal 
Liberal  Party  and  is  regarded  as  an  ally  of  Lib- 
eralism Just  as  strongly  as  any  Provincial  Pre- 
mier of  that  specific  political  faith.  That  means 
tli.u  Mr.  Bracken  has  the  support  of  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie King  and  his  Government  in  the  present 

.  election  .  ampaign.  That  is  one  of  the  handicaps 
which  ihe  Conservatives  have  to  face.  They  will, 
however,  most  likely,  do  better  in  the  forthcom- 

(  tng  election  than  they  have  at  any  time  since 
1922. 


The  late  Mr.  J.  D.  McNiven  was  long  known  as 
a  sturdy  and  loyal  citizen,  and  as  the  first  Deputy 
Minister  of  Labor  in  the  Provincial  Government 
he  haoV*won  a  great  deal  of  respect.  His  active 
career  was  a  long  and  interesting  our  He  had 
wide  experience  in  newspaper  offices,  and  had 
been  employed  in  the  composing  rooms  of  both 
The  Colonist  and  The  Times.  He  was  a  Liberal 
Member  of  the  Provincial  Legislature.  Then  he 
became  Fair  Wage  Officer  under  the  Federal 
Government,  and  was  subsequently  sent  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  as  the  special  representative  of  the 
Federal  Department  of  Labor.  It  was,  however, 
as  Deputy  Minister  of  Labor  here  that  he  became 
widely  known,  a  post  which  he  held  for  thirteen 
years. 

Mr.  McNiven  had  always  been  prominent  In 
Labor  circles  and  had  earned  an  enviable  repu- 
tation for  his  well-balanced  Judgment,  a  person- 
ality that  inspired  confidence  and  a  knowledge 
of  affairs  that  made  his  public  work  widely  ap- 
proved. He  was  largely  Instrumental  in  making 
the  Provincial  Department  of  Labor  what  is  now 
regardfd  as  a  necessary  instrument  of  govern- 
ment. In  its  beginnings,  Mr.  McNiven's  able  ad- 
ministration in  the  handling  of  labor  problems 
won  respect  for  the  new  Government  department. 
His  loss  to  the  community  will  be  deeply  regretted 
and  sympathy  from  many  quarters  will  go  out 
to  his  widow,  his  son  and  daughter  and  other 
surviving  relatives.

What  was  at  one  time  one  of  the  most  popular 
drinks  in  Great  Britain  was  revived  at  a  recent 
dinner  of  the  General  Commissioners  of  Taxes  of 
the  Tower  of  London  Division.  This  was  Bragget. 
which  was  largely  brewed  during  Queen  Mary's 
reign.  The  art  of  mixing  it  has  now  practically 
died  out,  and  there  is  supposed  to  be  only  one 
person  in  Great  Britain  who  can  mix  the  drink, 
and  he  is  Mr.  Edward  Stowell.  Senior  Beadle  of 
Barnstable,  whose  services  were  requisitioned  at 
the  dinner  of  the  Tax  Commissioners.  The  recipe 
is  found  in  Wright's  "Provincial  Dialects,"  and  is 
as  follows: 

A  kettleful  of  boiling  ale  is  poured  into  a  dish 
ccntaining  honey,  pepper,  nutmeg,  cinnamon, 
and  other  spices,  which  are  mixed  together  and 
poured  into  a  boiler  holding  a  barreiful  of  cold 
ale.  The  mixture  is  then  stirred,  and  it  Is  an  hour 
before  the  ingredients  are  thoroughly  mixed  and 
the  beverage  has  achieved  Its  full  flavor  The 
drink  is  most  suitable  for  consumption  in  Winter 
time,  since  it  has  heating  proclivities,  but  it  used 
to  be  drunk  the  year  round  in  the  Tower  of  Lon- 
don because  of  the  chilly  recesses  and  damp 
rooms  of  that  historic  building.

In  one  of  the  chapters  of  a  recently-published 
book  entitled  "Interpretations"— It  is  really  a 
collection  of  reprinted  articles  from  The  New 
York  Herald -Tribune— there  are  some  interesting 
comments  upon  War  Debts,  made  with  the  view  of 
explaining  what  the  "war  debt  problem"  really  is. 
The  explanation  given  is  briefly  this:  If  Great 
Britain,  for  example,  wishes  to  make  a  payment 
on  war  debt  to  the  United  States,  the  first  step 
for  her  to  take,  after  having  obtained  the  money 
from  the  Bri  ish  taxpayer,  is  to  turn  the  British 
pounds,  shillings  and  pence  thus  collected  into 
dollars  and  I  ents;  that  is  to  say,  Qreat  Britain 
must  buy  dollars  with  pounds  This  can  readily 
be  arranged,  Bf  the  British  Government  can  find 
people  who  m  American  dollars  and  are  willing 
to  sell  them  fbr  British  money. 

Let  us  suppose  that  this  has  been  done  The 
British  Government  has  received  a  number  of 
dollars  from  a  man  who,  having  sold  them,  can 
no  longer  buy  goods  In  the  United  States,  because 
he  has  parted  with  his  American  money;  but  if 
he  wishes  to  buy  goods  he  must  buy  them  in 
Great  Britain  with  the  British  money  which  he 
received  for  his  dollars.  As  a  result  fewer  dollars 
are  spent  In  America  and  more  pounds  are- Spent 
in  Oreat  Britain.  The  Americans  thus  do  less 
business  in  consequence,  and  the  British  do  more. 
Practically  the  same  thing  would  occur  if  the 
British  could  pay  in  Liberty  Bonds,  because  in 
order  to  buy  these  bonds  thr  British  Government 
would^first  have  to  procure  dollars  with  which 
to  purchase  them. 

To  the  question,  why  not  buy  American  dollars 
with  gold?  the-obvujus  reply  is  that  gold  is  one 
Of  the  things  of  which  Groat  Britain  is  short. 
Another  propqfjjjl  "payment  in  kind  "  Why  not 
send  British  goods  to  America0  The  Americans 
buy  annually  about  one  hundred  million  dollars 
worth  of  rubber  and  tin.  The  answer  to  this  is 
tfiit  ir  the  Americans  were  to  receive  that 
amount  of  rubbtr  and  tin  without  making  ar^y 
payment,  they  .would  have  the  rubber  and  tin, 
but  the  foreigners  who  produce  these  commodi- 
ties would  not  have  the  dollars  wtth  which  to 
purchase  American  goods  They  would,  therefore, 
spend  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars  less  In  the 
United  States.  The  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
Allies  to  collect  reparations  "in  kind"  was  a 
failure,  not  because  the  Gcrrrjaps 
paying,  but  because  Br..l.sh  and  French  coal 
miners  and  manufacturers  and  contractors  ob- 
jected to  doing  that  much  less  business.

Children  of  Rumanian  nationals 
In  Manitoba  are  assimilating  well. 
Those  brought  up  in  Canada  in 
many  Instances  are  so  thoroughly 
Canadlanized  that  when,  recently, 
an  archbishop  of  the  Oreek  Ortho- 
dox Church  visited  the  community 
In  Manitoba  for  the  first  time  to 
conduct  services,  they  could  hardly  i 
follow  him  because  they  no  longer 
spoke  Rumanian. 

H.  E  Wilder,  former  secretary  of 
the  Winnipeg  branch  of  the  Cana- 
dian Authors'  Association,,  now 
editor  of  a  small  Jewish  newspaper 
and  superintendent  of  an  orphanage 
for  Jewish  children,  gave  this  in- 
teresting bit  of  information  to  The 
Colonist  yesterday  in  the  course  of  a 
short  interview.  Mr.  Wilder,  who.  i* 
here  with  the  Canadian  Authors' 
convention,  came  originally  from 
Bucharest,  Rumania,  and  has  fol- 
lowed the  history  of  the  Rumanian 
nationals  in  this  country  with  close  I 
Interest  for  the  past  thirty  years. 
In  Manitoba  the  colony  numbers 
only  about  thirty,  all  coming  from 
Transylvania.  Although  they  came 
to  Canada  Independently  of  each 
other,  they  have  formed  a  colony, 
and  recently,  for  the  first  time  since 
coming  to  this  country,  have  been 
visited  by  a  priest  of  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Church. 

Another  larger  colony  of  Ruman- 
ians, near  Regina.  is  engaged  In 
farming ;  and  another  is  established 
around  the  small  town  of  Inglis. 
Manitoba.  The  older  people,  almost 
instinctively  protecting  themselves 
against  isolation  In  the  new  land, 
cling  to  their  old  cuMonis  and  their 
native  tongue;  but  the  children  are 
keen  to  become  Canadians,  and  few 
want  to  take  the  trouble  to  learn 
the  language  of  their  parents,  Mr. 
Wilder  says.

Legislative  Body  of  U  nited  (  hutch 
Will  Hold  Stvrnth  Biennial 
at  Ottawa 


The  Seventh  General  Council  of 
the  United  Church  of  Canada  will 
convene  In  Chalmers  Church,  Ot- 
tawa, at  3  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 23.  In  accordance  with  the 
provision*  of  the  Bbm.s  of  Union, 
the  General  Council  meets  not  less 
often  than  every  second  year 

The  first  two  General/  Councils 
met  on  June  10,  In  IToronto/  in  1925. 
in  Montreal  in  1926)  the  subsequent 
General  Councils  hAve  met  in  Sep- 
tember, the  third  In  Winnipeg  in 
1928.  the  fourth  in!  London  in  1930. 
the  fifth  In  Hamilton  In  1932.  the 
sixth  in  Kingston  In  1934. 

Willi.  .11  KISDKTION 

The  General  Council,  whose  work 
ls  largely  legislative,  has  Jurisdiction 
over  all  the  work  of  the  church 
throughout  Canada,  Newfoundland. 
Bermuda,  and  the  foreign  missions 
In  Africa.  Honan.  India.  Japan. 
Korea.  Trinidad  and  South  and 
West  China.  _   

There  are  eleven  conferences  cov-" 
ering  the  church's  work  in  Canada. 
Newfoundland,  Bermuda,  and  a  mis- 
sion council  in  each  foreign  field,  j 
The  conl erenow  are  sub-divided  into  I 
115  prr  sort  erics,  which  give  super- I 
vision  over  the  work  on  2  884  pas- 
toral charges,  with  7.571  congrega 
lions,  2,017,375  persons  under  pas 
toral  care,  694, 536   members,  445 
525    families,  and 
school  population 


The  United  States  has  a  new  ,de- 
nonunatlon.  In  Philadelphia,  the 
birthplace  of  the  American  Republic 
and  the  American  Constitution, 
there  was  born  on  June  11  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Ameriea. 

This  secession  from  the  mother 
church,  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  resulted  from  the 
deposition  of  Dr.  J.  Gre^ham  Machen 
and  other  ministers  because  they 
had  organized  an  independent  mis- 
sionary society.  Dr.  Machen,  who 
has  led  an  advanced  fundamentalist 
group  for  some  years,  held  that  the 
Gospel  was  not  being  faithfully 
preached  under  the  present  mission- 
ary organization,  and  took  what  the 
church  courts  pronounced  was  an 
insurgent  action.  Hence  his  ex- 
pulsion. 

II \S  ::50  DELEGATES 

The  new  body  was  organized  as  a 
denomination  of  250  delegates,  thir- 
ty-nine of  whom  are  ministers.  Six 
graduates  of  Westminster  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  were  ordained.  Dr. 
Machen  was  chosen  Moderator.  He 
.stated  that  his  former  church  was 
"no  more  a  Christian  army.  An- 
other ofllcial  declared  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  mother  church  showed 
that  "it  is  apostate.''  Another  ex- 
horted the  new  church  "to  exercise 
discipline,  rooting  out  heresy  in  doc- 
trine and  in  life." 

Prominent  members  of  the  mother 
church  are  missionary  leaders  like 
Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer,  Dr.  John  Mac- 
kay  and  Dr.  Cleland  B.  McAfee. 

As  a  repercussion  from  the  con- 
flict in  Philadelphia,  it  is  stated 
that  1,000  Fundamentalist  Presby- 
terian ministers  met  In  New  York  to 
reaffirm  their  faith  in  traditional 
Christianity  and  to  liy  plans  for 
regaining  control  ol  the  Presby- 
terian Church  Irom  the  modernists. 
Agreeing  with  the  doctrines  held  by 
Dr.  Machen.  who  was  deposed,  they 
believe,  nevertheless,  that  It  ls  a 
strategic  blunder  to  withdraw  from 
the  parent  church.
